Due September 21st  
 

Effective for the Federal Fiscal Year 2010 (October 1, 2009 - 

September 30, 2010), the CACFP application for all agencies 

will be on-line.  Similar to the on-line reimbursement claim, the 

application information will be entered on the computer and 

submitted to the Department of Public Instruction (DPI) via the 

internet.  Paper copies of the application will no longer be 

accepted.   The on-line application instructional manual is posted 

on the DPI webpage: http://dpi.wi.gov/fns/cacfpapps..html.  

Please read the manual carefully because it will probably 

answer the questions you may have. 

 

A memo from our office was sent to all agencies at the 

beginning of August.  If you have not received the memo please 

contact your assigned Consultant.  The on-line contract is due no 

later than September 21, 2009.

Big WIC Program Changes 
Coming in August!  

 

Beginning August 2009, new and exciting changes will occur in 

the WIC Program as a result of new federal WIC Regulations. 

The focus of WIC will shift from the prevention of nutrient 

deficiencies to breastfeeding support and prevention of 

overweight/obesity and other chronic diseases. Thus, education 

messages, foods and services will reflect current public health 

recommendations made in the Dietary Guidelines for Americans 

and by professional organizations such as the American 

Academy of Pediatrics. Some of the major changes in the New 

WIC Way: Foods and Focus initiative include: 

 

Breastfeeding Incentives: The more fully a mother breastfeeds, 

the more foods she and her baby receive each month.  Mothers 

who breastfeed receive nutrition education and breastfeeding 

support services for up to 1 year after their babies are born, 

compared to only 6 months of WIC services for those who 

formula-feed. Babies exclusively breastfed for 6 months will 

receive twice as many jars of fruits and vegetables as formula-

fed babies and are the only WIC babies that will receive jars of 

meat. 

 

New foods: In addition to milk, eggs, juice, cereal, peanut butter 

or dry beans/peas, children and women will receive 100% whole 

grain products (100% whole wheat bread, whole wheat tortillas, 

soft corn tortillas or brown rice); fresh, frozen and canned fruits 

and vegetables. Infants will receive baby fruits and vegetables 

(& meats, if fully breastfed) starting at 6 months of age.

Changes in regular WIC foods: Less formula will be provided to 

breastfeeding infants, including a maximum of one can of 

powder in the first month after birth (to protect mothers' milk 

supply); quantities of formula for formula-fed infants will be 

based on their age; ONLY whole milk is allowed for children 12 

through 23 months of age; low fat (1%) or fat free (skim) milk 

will be provided to most 2-4 year olds and women; no cheese 

will be provided (except for some women); more foods will be 

given to pregnant and breastfeeding women with multiples; and 

most children and women will receive less eggs, juice and milk. 

 

Changes in "prescription-required" products and procedures: 

Diagnoses in prescriptions must be for allowable medical 

conditions (with ICD-9 codes), not symptoms; several products 

will no longer be provided (Neocate Junior, Neocate One+, 

Pediasure Enteral, Pediatric EO28/EO28 Splash, Portagen, and 

Similac PM 60/40) primarily because the medical need should 

be adequate justification for coverage by BadgerCare Plus or 

private insurance (note: this affects very few children statewide); 

and whole milk for 2-4 year olds and women will be allowed 

only by prescription for an allowable medical condition. 

 

The WIC Program is in the process of posting information on the 

pending WIC changes to several listservs and to WIC web site at 

http://dhs.wisconsin.gov/wic.  The New WIC Way: Foods and 

Focus section of the WIC web site includes several fact sheets, 

and the WIC formula information for health care providers 

section includes the new required prescription forms and listings 

of approved formulas and medical foods effective August 1st. 

Additional materials (such as the final WIC Approved Foods 

List) will be posted soon. 

 

The WIC Program thanks you for your past support and 

encourages you to welcome the new foods and educational 

messages, especially promotion and support of breastfeeding as 

the norm for feeding infants.

2009 Healthy Sprouts Awards Program,                    

Deadline:  October 17, 2009 

The National Gardening Association encourages the growth of 

health-focused youth garden programs through the Healthy 

Sprouts Awards sponsored by Gardener's Supply Company. The 

awards support school and youth garden programs that teach 

about nutrition and the issue of hunger in the United States.

2010 Youth Garden Grants Program,                          

Deadline:  November 2, 2009 

The National Gardening Association has announced that the 

Home Depot is returning as the Youth Garden Grants sponsor 

for 2010.  NGA annually awards Youth Garden Grants to 

schools and community organizations with child-centered 

garden programs across the United States. Schools, youth 

groups, community centers, camps, clubs, treatment facilities, 

and intergenerational groups throughout the United States are 

eligible. Applicants must plan to garden with at least 15 children 

between the ages of three and 18 years. 

Previous Youth Garden Grant winners who wish to reapply may 

do so, but must wait one year before applying again, and must 

have significantly expanded their garden programs.  For the 

2010 grant cycle, 100 grants are available. Five programs will 

each receive gift cards valued at $1,000 (a $500 gift card to the 

Home Depot and a $500 gift card to the Gardening with Kids 

catalog and educational materials from NGA). Ninety-five 

programs will each receive a $500 gift card to the Home Depot 

and educational materials from NGA.

Promoting and Supporting 
Breastfeeding in Childcare 
Centers 
 
For the past 500,000 years, human babies have been nourished 

on their mother’s milk.  It is only for the past 60 years that a 

highly processed, artificial food, known as infant formula, has 

been available.  The consequences of this change have resulted 

in an increased risk of infectious diseases, diabetes, childhood 

cancers, obesity and asthma.  Women who do not breastfeed 

their children are at higher risk for breast cancer and ovarian 

cancer. 

 

Another benefit of breastfeeding is financial.  The cost of 

feeding a standard infant formula for one year is about $1,500
1
.  

It is estimated that private and government insurers spend a 

minimum of $3.6 billion to treat diseases and conditions 

preventable by breastfeeding such as otitis media, gastroenteritis, 

and necrotizing enterocolitis
2
. 

 

Breastfeeding makes good business sense.  Companies that 

provide time and space for women to express their milk when 

they must be apart from their babies have been proven to enjoy 

significant cost savings, including lower rates of absenteeism, 

lower health care costs, better retention of employees, and higher 

productivity and company loyalty. 

 

Many types of interventions are being implemented to increase 

breastfeeding initiation, exclusivity and duration.  Strategies to 

assist childcare facilities to offer support for breastfeeding are 

recommended in the CDC Guide to Breastfeeding Interventions 

from the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, and in the 

Wisconsin Nutrition and Physical Activity State Plan.  The 

Nutrition, Physical Activity and Obesity Program in conjunction 

with the Wisconsin Partnership for Activity and Nutrition (WI 

PAN) is pleased to announce a new resource.   

  

The WI PAN Breastfeeding Subcommittee (formerly the 

Wisconsin Breastfeeding Coalition) developed the Ten Steps to 

Breastfeeding Friendly Child Care Centers Resource Kit.  The 

purpose of the resource kit is to assist childcare providers and 

community groups to implement strategies to promote, protect 

and support breastfeeding women.  The kit includes a self-

appraisal tool and information and resources for planning and 

implementing an action plan based on the ten steps. Childcare 

center staff can earn continuing education credits.  The toolkit 

can be downloaded at:

We know it will take the active involvement of many public and 

private partners to change systems, community and individual 

behaviors.

By working together, we have a great 

opportunity to create communities that support breastfeeding and 

reduce the health and economic burden of obesity and chronic 

diseases.
